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Albert Ruiz stated that we would like to adopt amendments to the regulations of
the State Fire Marshal under LCB File Number R183-22 however, we would like
the following change which and adopt the regulations with following change
which pertains to a more clear definition for inspection - Formal examination of
an occupancy and the associated uses or processes to determine its compliance
with fire and life safety codes and standards. Pursuant to a construction permit
issued by the State Fire Marshal, an examination of a construction project to
verify compliance with approved plans in addition to compliance with fire and life
safety codes and standards.

Joe Rodriguez stated for the record that Ms Etchison has spoke with LCB
Representatives and they did not feel there would be a problem adding this
change to our amendment.

Chief Mike Dzyak stated for the record that he adopts LCB File Number R183-22
as regulation.
